American Insignia, comprising, first, decorations conferred by the United States 
Government; and by the different states and cities, for military service; second, the 
insignia—or badges of members and officers—of the various Military and Hereditary 
Societies, form a branch of American Numismatics which has not in the past received 
the attention it deserves. 

A collection of such insignia should be placed where it would be permanent and 
accessible to students of Numismatics and of American History. 

Many of the societies which should be represented in such a collection have 
gone out of existence and their insignia is now most difficult to obtain; others have 
adopted new disigns,; and the same difficulty confronts any effort to procure those that 
have been abandoned. In the future this difficulty will increase; other societies which 
are now active will die out, and, as time goes on, a collection of this kind will become 
of greater value and interest, and will be the means of preserving much numismatic 
history that might otherwise be lost. 

In the spring of 1900, this Society undertook the formation of a collection of 
this kind, as distinct from its collections of other American medals, and it now has, in 
addition to the principal Government decorations, the insignia of a majority of the more 
important and many of the smaller active societies, also of a number of the societies 
which have ceased to exist. Within the narrow limits to which it is confined, this 
collection, probably, has no equal: many valuable specimens have been donated by the 
societies they represent. 

_ Being an incorporated body and the most important numismatic society in 
America, its collections are permanent, and it is in a position to guarantee that any 
insignia that it may receive will not at any time go out of its possession and get into 
the hands of private parties, It is hoped that societies which restrict the issue of 
their insignia to members only, will, in view of the facts stated above, waive that rule 
in favor of this Society. 

This Committee was appointed for the purpose of carrying on this work in a 
thorough and systematic manner. Its success has, so far, been most satisfactory, but 4 
there is still much to be accomplished, and it would earnestly request the co-operation y 
of the members of the Society and of all others who are in sympathy with its efforts a 
to preserve numismatic and historical records, 7

WAS A TIME OF LITTLE THINGS. 


Three Millions of Florins Asked and Under Two Million Dollars of 
Revenue Shown--Washington Signed the Paper, and Alexander Ham- 
ilton Certified the Statistics. 


Brussels letter from the Pall Mall Gazette. 

It has been my good fortune to stumble across a document of rare 
value, which is in the keeping of a family of the Belgian nobility at Ant- 
werp. The document in question describes the tirst loan ever contracted 
by the United States of America, and is signed by George Washington, 
Thomas Jefferson and the statistics certified to by Alexander Hamilton. 

It reads as follows: 
GEORGE WASHINGTON, PRESIDENT 


OF THE UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA. 


To all whom it may concern, greeting: 

Whereas, The Legislature of the United States of America by 
their Acts passed on the fourth and twelfth days of August one thousand 
‘seven hundred ninty, authorized the President of the United States to 
borrow on their behalf certain sums of money therein named or any lesser 
sums for the purpose therein stated, and to make contracts respecting the 
foreign debt of the United States, and the President thereon gave to 
Alexander Hamilton, Esquire, Secretary of the Treasury, of the United 
States, full powers by himself or any person appointed by him to carry 
the purposes of the said acts into execution, and the said Alexander Ham- 
ilton, in pursuance of the said powers, having authorized William Short, 
Esquire, Charge d'Affaires of the United States of America at the Court 
of France, and in that behalf, the said William Short has accordingly en- 
tered into contract with certain persons therein named for the loan of 
three millions of florins, which contract was executed at Antwerp in the 
Netherlands on the thirteenth day of November, one thousand seven hundred 
and ninety-one, and is in the following words, to wit:- 

Translation from the French: 

On the thirteenth day of November, onethousand seven hundred and 
ninety-one, before me, John Gerard Deelen, notary of Antwerp, admitted by 
the sovereign Council of Brabant, in the presence of witnesses hereafter, 
named, appeared Mr, William Short, Charge d'Affaires of the United States 
of America at the Court of France, at the presence in this city, and to 
the witnesses known, exhibiting a power from Mr. Alexander Hamilton, sec- 
retary of the Treasy, of the said United States, dated the first of Sept- 
ember, 1790, authorizing the said William Short, by virtue of a power of 
substitution from the President of the United States to the said Alexander 


ott. 


Hemi dated August 28, 1790, to borrow under the Acts of Congress of 
Pee oak tae 12th of August, 1790, in any part of Europe, a certain limit- 
ed sum of money, and to pass and execute such contracts as he the seid 
William Short shall judge necessary for the purpose; all agreeably to the 
document deposited in the office of C. J, M. de Wolf, banker, of this city, 
where the said documents remain for the inspection and satisfaction of the 


lenders.

That the expiretion of eleven years the redemption of the obliga- 
tions shall be determined by lottery, six hundred red numbers to be drawn 
at the time of each installment, in the office of 6, J. M. de Yolf in the 
city of Antwerp, where the aforesaid principal and interest shall be paid, 
as shall be announced in the public papers, 


And the said William Short, by virtue of his powers aforesaid, did 
declare that C. J. M.de Wolf, banker, of this city, shall be director of this 
negotiation, promising in the name of his constituents that the amount of the 
yearly interest, as well as the reimbursements hereinbefore stipulated, shall 
be remitted annually to the said director free of charge to the lenders, 

And that the present obligation of three million of florins, or any part 
thereof, shall never be subject to any tax or imposition already leid or here- 
after to be laid by the United States or any of the individual states, and 
that in the case of dissension among the United States or in the event of 
actual war between them and the soveriegn of the Belgium provinces no im- 
pediment shall arise from either of these causes and the regular discharge
